“Return” — with Confidence! 


The amiable Heart of our Savior wishes the soul to come 
to Him not only with confusion and contrition for its faults, 
but also with confidence and the sweet hope of a loving recep- 
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tion. How often, indeed, do we seem near to Jesus, but in 
reality are far removed from Him! Holy Scripture says: “For 
where thy treasure is, there is thy heart also” (Matt. vi. 21). 
If we love the world, our thoughts will be governed and our 
inclinations guided by the world. Therefore we will bring to 
the Tabernacle only a distracted spirit and a feeble heart, so 
that our Lord, who searches the depths of the soul may justly 
say to us: “Return, O beloved soul, to thy God and Savior!” 

Jesus in the Tabernacle not only wishes to receive our 
homage but He seeks to enter our heart as a place of repose 
and desires to lavish upon it His power and mercy. However, 
if the heart is open to vanity and resists the operations of God, 
He withdraws. The Holy Spirit with His wisdom and light 
dwells only where humility and peace reign, whereas darkness 
and confusion are the consequences of pride. Jesus beholds 
this condition with pain. He then calls the soul, not only once, 
but fearing that the tempestuous noise of the passions might 
drown His voice, He repeats His call: “Return, return, O be- 
loved soul!” 

“Return” — with Sincerity 

Our Divine Savior is exceedingly anxious for the soul to 
return to Him with sincerity because He knows the value of the 
soul. What is the value of a soul? It is inestimable. What 
more justly belongs to Him than the soul? It is His inheri- 
tance — His temple. St. Bernard says: “A soul is a great 
treasure, for Jesus, the Eternal Wisdom who cannot err, con- 
sidered it worthy of the shedding of His own Precious Blood!” 
Looking at the Crucifix, it seems as if the soul were worth no 
less than God Himself. Jesus came into this world to save 
souls, and only to be better known and more tenderly loved 
by them does He dwell on earth in the Blessed Sacrament. 


Why do we so seldom draw near to the Tabernacle to take © 


refuge with Jesus? He came not to punish but to heal. Oh, 
how consoling is this thought! The desire for our salvation 
caused Christ to become Man and this desire still lives in the 
same degree in the Heart of our Lord, so that He wishes to

bestow upon us also all the fruits of this Mystery. If we turn 
away from Him we oppose the purpose for which He became 
Man, and in consequence we lose the fruits of Redemption 
through our own fault. How many graces are daily, yes, 
hourly, prepared for us, which through our carelessness, malice 
or ignorance are perhaps lost! Thus we forget the sweet and 
sacred duty of gratitude towards our Redeemer who has pur- 
chased our life by His death, who pardons our sins, lavishes 
grace and mercy upon us, continually offers Himself in Holy 
Mass for our salvation and wishes to unite Himself most in- 
timately with us in Holy Communion. 


The Sacred Place of Refuge 


Since Jesus so persistently calls the soul to return, what 
must the soul do? Weary of the vanities of the world, she 
must renounce sinful pleasures and seek refuge at the foot of 
the Tabernacle, for this is the sacred place of refuge where 
she may bury her iniquity and rest quietly and peacefully, — 
Jesus watching over her and protecting her. 

Our Redeemer, fearing, as it were, that the soul has not 
heeded the first two invitations, now calls her by name, — 
“‘Sulamitess.”” He knows her; He knows her weakness and the 
depravity of her heart. He has witnessed her struggles, her 
anxieties, her doubts, her hesitations, but has likewise discovered 
a germ of love in her heart amidst the violence of her passions. 
When the soul heard the voice of her Lord, she drew nearer, 
it is true, but still she hesitated and stopped on the threshold 
of the temple. Jesus desires that she enter and be welcome. — 
“Return, O Sulamitess!” He wishes that she accept this loving 
invitation with the surrender of a heart which feels itself loved 
and therefore does not fear to be rejected or to be received 
with coldness. 

Where does the Sulamitess, the soul, find her God, the 
Heart of her Divine Master? In the Tabernacle, where He 
dwells always, but especially in Holy Communion when He 
gives Himself to her in reality. 
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If the soul reflects how unceasingly Jesus exerts Himself 
to draw her to Himself, and how, urged by the untiring solici- 
tude of His Heart, He remains in the mysterious concealment 
of the Tabernacle, she will, at the reception of Holy Commun- 
ion, cry out: “Yes, here is my God! An incomprehensible 
mystery has taken place: Jesus is present in me and I have 
become the sacred dwelling of His Majesty.” After Holy 
Communion, the soul can, with more right than David, cry out: 
“Why art thou sad, O my soul? and why dost thou disquiet 
me?” (Ps. xlii, 5). With Jesus in the heart, all fear vanishes; 
and with Him there is comfort in every sorrow. Therefore, let 
adoration, love and complete surrender of our heart be His.

At the Altar 


Continuation of a series of articles on Holy Mass. First install- 
ment: ‘The Ambassador of Christ,’’ March issue 1928; second install- 
ment, “Plea for Pardon,”’ April issue 1928. 





Introit 


HE priest has bent low before the holy altar, peti- 
tioning pardon for himself and the faithful. Now 
he stands erect after his previous humble posture, 
to signify by this upright position that both he and 

the faithful are lifted up and comforted by the knowledge that 
they have received the forgiveness of their sins. Filled with 
this consolation, the priest ascends the altar steps, prays again 
for pardon through the intercession of the saints, and then re- 
cites the /ntroit. 

The Jntroit is a verse from the Psalms or the Old Testa- 
ment and varies according to the feast celebrated or the season 
of the year. It expresses the sentiments which ought to animate 
both priest and people. During Advent we cry with ardent 
longing for the Redeemer in the words of Isaias, “Drop down 
dew, ye heavens, from above, and let the clouds rain the just: 
let the earth be opened, and bud forth a savior” (Isaias, xlv, 8). 
At Christmas time we rejoice in the birth of the “Prince of 
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Peace.” Thus the feasts of our Blessed Lord, His Holy Mother 
and the saints have their appropriate Jntroit. 

The Mass of Corpus Christi in honor of the Most Blessed 
Sacrament is one of the most beautiful combinations of psalms, 
prayers and hymns in the Catholic liturgy. The /ntroit reads: — 

“He fed them with the fat of wheat, alleluia, and filled 
them with honey out of the rock, alleluia, alleluia, alleluia. 
Rejoice to God our helper; sing aloud to the God of Jacob.” 
We rejoice in the great gift of the Holy Eucharist, for it is the 
Heavenly Bread with which we are fed. 

Kyrie 

With sentiments of complete dependence on God, the priest 
implores mercy for himself and the people, as is beautifully 
expressed by the recitation alternately with the server of the 
words: Kyrie eleison, Christe eleison, Kyrie eleison. Each 
invocation is repeated three times. The words Kyrie eleison 
are taken from the Greek language and mean “Lord, have 
mercy on us.” Though the prayers of the Mass are in Latin, 
these Greek words, as also ““Amen,” “Alleluia” and “Hosanna”’ 
taken from the Hebrew are retained. They indicate that the 
one, holy, Catholic and apostolic Church calls the faithful of 
all tongues to the one Sacrifice. This threefold petition to each 
Person of the Holy Trinity is expressive of the earnestness with 
which we implore the Divine mercy. 

We call upon each Adorable Person to grant us mercy: 
The Father to be merciful to us through His omnipotence; the 
Son to be merciful to us through His wisdom; and the Holy 
Ghost to be merciful to us through His goodness. We beg 
mercy because we have often offended the Heavenly Father, 
who in His power has created us. We implore mercy because 
we have often offended the Eternal Son who through His wisdom 
has endured such great sufferings to redeem us. We pray for 
mercy because we have often offended the Holy Spirit who 
through His goodness has sanctified us. 

Mercy is one of the most beautiful attributes of God. Our 
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creation, our redemption and our sanctification are effects of 
God’s mercy. We need not fear to ask God for great mercies; 
the more He gives the more glory He receives. The Psalmist 
cries out: “Thou, O Lord, art sweet and mild: and plenteous 
in mercy to all that call upon Thee” (Ps. Ixxxv, 5). God de- 
sires to give; He loves to be entreated to give. It is His nature 
to be ever giving; and regarding man it has been said: “There 
is nothing more Godlike than to give.” The mercy of God is 
infinite. “O God, whose omnipotence manifests itself most in 
sparing and forgiving,” prays Holy Church with St. Thomas 
in the oration of the tenth Sunday after Pentecost. 

We enter far too little into the essence of God. We forget 
that with Him nothing may be measured by our standards. He 
loves us in an infinite degree. We must be convinced of this 
after all He has done for us. The damned will regret nothing 
so much as not to have benefited by the goodness and mercy 
of God. His mercy lies before us as a boundless ocean which 
envelops us; we need but reach out to draw therefrom. It is 
true, God’s justice demands its rights, but precisely on account 
of His justice God will be merciful to those who implore mercy, 
because of justice to His Only-begotten Son. 

As Jesus Christ suffered so inexpressibly much for us and 
shed His Blood even to the last drop, is it not meet that the 
power and efficacy of this Blood should come to Its just rights 
wherever and whenever the hand of man reaches out for It? 
Only consider the penitent thief on the cross. We, too, speak 
the word imploring mercy at Holy Mass. The words are 
short, — “Lord, have mercy on us, Christ have mercy on us, 
Lord, have mercy on us,” — which in some prayer books are 
written: “God, the Heavenly Father, have mercy on us; God, 
the Son, have mercy on us; God, the Holy Ghost, have mercy 
on us.” With God our words are not counted, but weighed. 
May these words, Kyrie eleison, ever come forth from our heart 
as a burning petition for mercy from the Triune God!

= cene invites all men to rejoice on the feast of the Nativity of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, of her whom he calls the world’s gladness.

It means that our life, our 
sweetness and our hope, the cause of all our joy and the gate of heaven has 
come into the world. The masterpiece of the omnipotence of the Father, of 
the wisdom of the Son and of the goodness of the Holy Spirit has been con- 
fided to the sin-stained earth, and now in one creature in the world the Triune 
God can take complacency. This festival reminds us that the Morning Star 
has risen, foretelling the dawn of the glorious Sun. The root of Jesse has 
blossomed and will soon bring forth the Precious Fruit of our salvation. 

St. Epiphanius writes with jubilation of this holy day: “From the root 
of Jesse sprang King David, and from the family of King David the Holy 
Virgin: holy, I say, and daughter of holy people. Her parents were Joachim 
and Ann and bore like fruit, even the Holy Virgin Mary, at once the temple 
and Mother of God. These three, Joachim, Ann and Mary, offered to the 
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Trinity a sacrifice of praise. Joachim is interpreted the 
preparation of the Lord, since from him the temple of the Lord 
was prepared, namely, the Virgin. Ann is interpreted grace be- 
cause Joachim and Ann received grace by obtaining the Holy 
Virgin. Mary is interpreted Lady and hope, for she will be 
found a heaven, a temple and a throne, since she gave birth to 
the Lord who is the hope of the whole world. The blessed 
name of the glorious Virgin Mary is also interpreted she who 
is full of light, since she was illumined by the Son of God, and 
has enlightened all who believe in the Trinity. . .” 

A tone of joy pervades the prayers of the liturgy on this 
festival as Holy Mother Church places on the lips of her chil- 
dren the words: “We celebrate today the nativity of the Holy 
Virgin Mary whose glorious life illumines the whole Church.” 
And again: “Thy nativity, O Virgin and Mother of God, was 
a message of joy to the whole world, for out of thee arose the 
Sun of Justice, Christ our Lord, who taking away the curse 
has brought us blessings, has annihilated death and given us 
eternal life.” — The feast of the Nativity of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary is truly a feast of salvation, a kind of advent for the 
coming of Christ. 

This feast is very near to our hearts. As a numerous 
family of God, we love to celebrate the feasts of the family; 
today is the Mother’s birthday feast. Mary, Mother of Christ, 
is also our Mother. Our great gift to her on this day should 
be the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass. With the first words of the 
Introit we offer her our congratulations, exclaiming: “Hail, 
holy Mother!”

it is the Divine Sacrificial Lamb, her Son, whom we today offer 
to the Heavenly Father in her honor; Holy Communion, the 
sacrificial banquet, is the festival banquet of the Mother.

What We Owe Our Holy Guardian Angel 





Mei T. Bernard teaches us that our duties toward 
We our holy Guardian Angel are: Ist, reverence 
er ys for his presence ; 2d, devotion, because of his 
“== great love for us; and 3d, confidence, because 
of his protection. 





1. Reverence 

We should have a great reverence for our holy Guardian 
Angel, for he is one of the celestial spirits who remains with God 
in heaven, who ever beholds the face of the Most High, yet is 
ever near to assist us in all our actions. Therefore we should 
avoid all actions which might displease him. 

St. Frances of Rome was often permitted to see her Guard- 
ian Angel. She had recourse to him in all her trials. When satan 
came to tempt her, the Angel looked upon her with affection and 
strengthened her against the snares of the evil one. Did she 
commit a fault, sadness overspread his countenance; but when 
she repented he reappeared full of joy and gladness. St. 
Frances also beheld a Guardian Angel in human form who 
covered his face with his hands every time an improper word 
was uttered. 

The presence of our holy Guardian Angel is to us a source 
of spiritual aid. But alas! how often, perhaps, has our good 
angel been forced to cover his holy countenance on account of 
our sins! Let us beg him to forgive us, to implore God to for- 
give us also, and finally let us resolve never to offend him again 
by our sins. 

2. Devotion 


We should also have a tender devotion towards our holy 
Gyardian Angel because of the reverence he deserves and the 
love he bears us. The love of a father, a brother or a friend 
cannot be greater than the love of our holy Guardian Angel. 
Friends of the world generally love us on account of some tem- 
poral advantage; as a consequence they easily forget us when 
we are in need or when we have offended them. Our holy 
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Guardian, on the 
contrary, loves us 
with a pure love, 
and __ therefore 
helps us in 
need, — yes, even 
when we have of- 
fended him. He 
will not forsake us 
when we commit 
sin. He will then 
inspire us to ac- 
knowledge our 
sins so that we 
may immediately 
return to God by 
true contrition. 

Let us thank 
our holy Guardi- 
an Angel for the 
many good inspi- 
rations by which 
he has enlightened 
us. Ah, had we 
but always fol- 
lowed his counsel! 
Let us _ beseech 
him to continue to 
enlighten our un- 
derstanding, to re- 
proach us when 
we fail, to protect 
us always and 
never to forsake 
us, particularly at 
our last hour. 





Our Holy Guardian Angel protects us in body, 
enlightens us with holy inspirations 
and consoles us in death. 
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In gratitude to his holy Guardian Angel, a man tells of the 
following experience: “Having resolved with another to avenge 
an insult, we agreed to attack the enemy’s house the next night. 
All was in readiness, when suddenly there stood before me a 
young man of handsome appearance. ‘What are you doing?’ he 
exclaimed. ‘What mean these instruments of death?’ As I 
said nothing, he continued severely: “Think you I know not your 
designs? You complain of some insult received and you think 
not of your daily insults to God by your sins! For a trifle, you 
contemplate taking the life of another, while God, full of mercy 
and compassion, spares you yours when He might change it into 
eternal death! But there is still time. God seeks not the death 
of a sinner: therefore be converted and live.’ He urged me to 
make a general confession. Meanwhile my companion came to 
remind me that it was now time to carry out the evil design we 
had planned. I told him I had changed my mind. On returning 
to my room, I found the young man had disappeared, and I have 
never been able to think it was anyone else but my Angel 
Guardian.” 

3. Confidence 

We must also place great confidence in our holy Guardian 
Angel because of his protection. It did not suffice the infinite 
love of God to send His own Son to be our Redeemer and Mary 
to be our advocate; He also desired that His holy angels should 
be our protectors and He commanded them to assist us always. 
“He hath given His angels charge over thee, to keep thee in all 
thy ways” (Ps. xc. 11). 

The protection of the holy angels is often shown in a most 
remarkable manner with regard to innocent children. Again 
and again we hear of accidents which might have cost children 
their life, yet they emerged unhurt. On July 8, 1890, in a 
village near Prague, a little girl four years of age fell from a 
window in the second story of her father’s house to the courtyard 
below. Her mother, terrified, rushed into the yard, fearing to 
find her darling dead. The child was not only alive, but had 
not even sustained the slightest injury. Her mother, not satisfied 
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with appearances, took the child to the hospital where the little 
one was examined by a medical expert, but he could not discover 
so much as a bruise. 

St. Francis Regis had once spent a strenuous week in giving 
a mission. Having spent several nights with scarcely any sleep, 
he was going to another village to begin another mission. On 
his way he was overcome with sleep and unawares, was walking 
directly toward a precipice. One moment more and he would 
have fallen over the cliff, but he suddenly felt himself held by 
an invisible hand, and, waking, he saw the abyss at his very feet. 
He at once fell on his knees to thank God for this visible pro- 
tection of his holy Guardian Angel. 

Let us also thank our holy Guardian Angel for his faithful 
protection for so many years. Often indeed have we forsaken 
him, but not even then has he departed from us. Who knows 
how much time is left to us till the hour of our death shall 
strike? May our Guardian Angel then lead us to heaven and 
fail not to protect us until we shall be united with him in prais- 
ing and glorifying the Triune God for all eternity!

St. Lidwina’s Guardian Angel 


T. Lidwina, born in Schiedam, Holland in 1380, 
injured herself while skating when she was only 
fifteen years of age. A complication of diseases 
resulted; she suffered intensely. During the first 

few years of suffering, her impetuous nature rebelled. Then 

she began to meditate on the Passion of our Savior, and she 
soon obtained patience to bear her pains not only willingly but 
joyfully. She endured untold sufferings for thirty-eight years, 
the last thirty of which she was never able to leave her bed. 

During this long martyrdom, Holy Communion was her great 

consolation. For the last nineteen years of her life she sub- 

sisted solely on the Bread of angels. 
Amidst her excruciating sufferings, one of St. Lidwina’s 
sweetest consolations was the assistance of her holy Guardian 
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Angel. Without doubt the advice which her spiritual director 
gave her to meditate on the bitter Passion of our Blessed Savior, 
and thus find strength for her own pains, was an inspiration 
from her guardian angel. So strong became the love of this 
tender maiden for Jesus Crucified that she considered her own 
many and severe torments unworthy of thought when she looked 
upon her Crucified Lord. 

Lidwina’s guardian angel at first assisted her only in an 
invisible manner. Later he appeared to her and thenceforth 
no day passed without his manifesting himself in a visible way. 
“He is so beautiful!” Lidwina once exclaimed to her confessor, 
“He is so beautiful that if God did not preserve my life to suf- 
fer still more for Him, I should die of joy at beholding this 
glorious angelic spirit. A glance from his eyes, or the radiance 
from his brow, suffices to draw my heart and soul from my 
bosom.” 

St. Lidwina’s guardian angel usually appeared to her with 
a cross upon his forehead or breast. By this sign of Redemp- 
tion he wished to encourage the saint to endure her afflictions 
with patience. She was repeatedly overcome with rapture at 
this sight and with her angel contemplated the pains and suf- 
ferings of her Divine Bridegroom. On one occasion, the angel 
conducted St. Lidwina, in spirit, to the holy places in Jerusalem 
which were bedewed with the Blood of the Son of God made 
Man. At another time the holy angel transported her to purga- 
tory or to hell to show her how souls are obliged to suffer for 
sins unatoned. Sometimes, too, her holy guardian angel told 
her that he had come at the command of her Heavenly Bride- 
groom or the Blessed Virgin Mary, to visit and console her. 


Companionship of Angels 


Usually, he came alone, but often in company with other 
angels who revealed to St. Lidwina their offices and the names 
of the persons whose guardians they were. The conversations 
she held with these celestial spirits were always on the love of 
Jesus and Mary, particularly of the Divine Lamb immolated

for the sins of mankind. “I confess,” St. Lidwina once re- 
marked, “that there is nothing howsoever bitter which does not 
become sweet to me when I see my guardian angel or think 
of him.” 

Many persons visited St. Lidwina, stretched on her pallet, 
a true image of her suffering Redeemer nailed to the Cross. 
Among the nobility who came to her was particularly the 
Countess Margaret of Holland. Lidwina noticed how her 
guardian angel counted the steps of those who visited her 
through a motive of sympathy and charity. 

On one Ash Wednesday she desired to go to church to 
receive the blessed ashes. Her guardian angel had compassion 
on her weakness and brought her the ashes to sprinkle upon her 
head according to the usage of the Church. At another time 
her holy guardian angel appeared to her with several other 
angels. Together they intoned the Salve Regina and the saint 
heard them exclaim between the pauses: “Live, O Mother! 
Live, O Son!” She was transported into the ranks of the 
celestial choirs and saw there a multitude of angels arrayed 
in wondrous order, each holding in his hand an instrument 
of our Lord’s Passion, and singing with unspeakable sweet- 
ness of love: “Live, O Redeemer! Live, O Mother of the 
Redeemer!” 

However, the most blissful rapture she ever experienced 
was on the day when she beheld her celestial Spouse in inex- 
pressible splendor and glory, seated on a throne in the midst 
of seven angels, surrounded by hosts of blessed spirits. Jesus 
cast upon the saint a look of tenderest love. He showed her 
His sacred Wounds and then, as a Bridegroom of blood, im- 
printed them upon her virginal body. From that time forward 
until her death, St. Lidwina vividly experienced the pains of 
the holy Wounds. She regarded this favor as the precious seal 
of all the sufferings and pains which Christ had impressed 
upon her. 

Once when St. Lidwina was reflecting on the possible 
Jength of time she might still have to suffer, her holy guardian 
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angel appeared to her with a little tree. He told her this was 
a symbol of her life; when that tree should grow and blossom 
and bear fruit, 
her life would 
come to a close. 
For her encour- 
agement the an- 
gel showed her 
the tree from 
time to time; 
yearly it put 
forth more 
blossoms. As 
St. Lidwina had 
been so marvel- 
ously favored 
by the holy an- 
gels during her 
life of painful 
sufferings, we 
are not sur- 
prised to learn 
that hosts of an- 
gelic spirits 
surrounded her 
as she breathed 
set ie St. Lidwina on her ped ——- comforted by her 

of her Creator. Remarkable! Scarcely had she closed her eyes 
in death when her body, through the ministration of the angels, 
became fresh and beautiful with truly angelic beauty. All 
present who witnessed the miracle were filled with astonishment 
and admiration. These wonders in the life of St. Lidwina are 
confirmed by the venerable Thomas a’ Kempis, who wrote her 
biography shortly after her death.

=a; ITH the majesty and magnificence of Chicago still a 
\\ a/R vivid memory, the eyes of the Catholic world are 
uy »P now turned to Sydney, Australia, where, from Sep- 
3Vr DY tember 6th to September 9th, the 29th International 
Eucharistic Congress will be held. The Australian 
Congress will be in many ways distinctive. It will be the first 
International Eucharistic Congress to be held in the Southern 
Hemisphere, and it will mark the greatest distance at which the 
Congress has ever been held from Rome, the center of Chris- 
tendom. 

It is scarcely to be expected that the Congress in Sydney 
will be held on a scale so stupendous as marked the Chicago 
event. Neither the resources of the country nor the wealth 
and influence of Australian Catholics, now numbering about 
1,150,000, could be expected to permit this. But the hierarchy 
and lay people of the land have left nothing undone to make 
the Australian Congress a memorable one. 

The general theme of the discussions set by His Holiness is, 
“The Blessed Sacrament and Our Lady.’ This theme is par- 
ticularly appropriate for Australian Catholics who have chosen 
for their patroness Our Lady Help of Christians.

our eternal cause. Oh, well it is for us to have 
at that time so good and zealous an advocate! Over- 
flowing with joy, our Guardian Angel will accompany us into 
the realms of glory, and if we must expiate in purgatory, the 
punishment due to sin, his faithful love will follow us and he 
will console us by his visits. 

Thousands of instances are related in which the holy 
Guardian Angel comforts his protege by consoling visits. St. 
Bridget of Sweden declared that among other consolations which 
the poor souls derive from these visits, the knowledge they 
have that their angel prays to God for them is not the least. 
“T myself,” she says, “beheld the soul of a soldier who suffered 
inexpressibly in the purifying flames. His angel never ceased, 
from time to time to implore the Almighty, who each time was 
moved to alleviate the pains to some extent. Notwithstanding, 
the soldier was obliged to remain in purgatory for four years. 
After these four years had expired, however, his Guardian 
Angel cast himself before the throne of Divine Justice with the 
words: ‘O Lord, all these faithful (to whom he pointed), all 
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these angels (who with him knelt prostrate) and I, humbly 
implore Thy Majesty that Thou mayest have pity on this soul 
who for four years has been crying for mercy in the flames 
of purgatory.’ 

““T will it,’ answered the Judge, ‘give him eternal rest,’ 
and at the same moment his loving comforter conducted the 
soul from the Church Suffering to the Church Triumphant.” — 
O my Angel, what shall I do to show my gratitude to thee for 
the many favors which I have received from thee, and for the 
many consolations which I expect in time to come? 

This same saint mentions a king who, after he had led a 
life sadly opposed to the precepts of the holy Gospel, was even- 
tually touched by grace. His spiritual blindness having been 
removed, he practiced such disinterested piety that for the love 
of God alone he desired to live in the spirit of penance. After 
death he was confined to purgatory. His chief joy in this abode 
of suffering consisted in the visits of his Guardian Angel. When 
the Son of God sentenced him to purgatory, He told the king 
that when his tortures seemed to be more than he could endure, 
he should raise his eyes to his Guardian Angel, and he would 
then see how this benevolent protector would procure for him 
the merits of the Precious Blood, together with the merits of 
His Holy Mother, as well as the prayers of the saints and the 
entire Church Militant. 

To the revelations of this great saint, who can justly be 
styled the confidante of the Divine mysteries, we join the opin- 
ions of another saint who was favored with the confidential 
companionship of her holy angel. Blessed Johanna of the Cross 
was permitted to converse with her Guardian Angel daily. In 
order to become still more worthy of these favors, she treated 
her body with such severity that her Guardian Angel often 
obliged her to cease her macerations. Listen to the discourse 
she one day addressed to her religious: “My daughters,” she 
cried, as she was again rapt in ecstasy, “how much the angels 
love us! Many intimate manifestations of this love have I seen 
after Holy Communion! They have followed you to the Holy 
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Table, they have prostrated with you before the Sacrament of 
Love, they have sung with you the Divine praises, they have 
themselves filled the places of those who through obedience 
were absent from choir. 

“T asked them what they most desired to see practiced in 
this community. They uttered these three words in answer: 
Silence, Love, Prayer. The holy angels have themselves given 
me the assurance that they will aid us powerfully in the hour 
of our death, and that if Divine Justice ordains that we must 
go to purgatory, they will come often to visit us there and alle- 
viate our sufferings in a special manner. That you may not 
doubt this pleasing and consoling message which we hope to 
have fulfilled in our regard in that place of suffering, I have 
recently beheld a soul released from purgatory, radiant as the 
sun and accompanied by many angels. At sight thereof, my 
Guardian Angel told me it was God’s will that I should enjoy 
such a heavenly vision in order to be the better able to convince 
you that the same favor will also be bestowed upon you.”

and sacrifices. Having reached his destination, 
Benedict did not at once begin his task of evangelizing. That 
was not his way of setting to work. He retired to a place close 
to the temple of Apollo, the very stronghold of the enemy.

In a short 
time he had made such an impression on the people that they 
themselves assisted him to break their idols and to set fire to 
their groves. The temple itself he purified, and after removing 
every vestige of idolatry, transformed it into a Christian church

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dedicated to St. Martin. At some little distance, on the very 
spot where the altar of Apollo had stood, he built a chapel dedi- 
cated to St. John the Baptist. 

The natural difficulties which the monks had to cope with in 
erecting a monastery on that rocky site were greatly increased 
by the malice of the evil one. When he saw the monks building 
a house wherein God would be glorified, he determined to dis- 
pute each foot of ground. This he did in various ways. 

Once the monks could not move a stone, even with the com- 
bined efforts of the whole community. St. Benedict came to the 
spot, knelt and prayed and expelled the enemy; the stone could 
then be lifted without the least difficulty. 

Scarcely had St. Benedict left the spot when the monks ran 
to him, saying: “Look, father, the kitchen is on fire.” In ex- 
cavating they had found a statue of Venus which they had 
thrown into a temporary kitchen, which seemed all ablaze. St. 
Benedict told them to make the sign of the Cross on their eyes. 
They did so and found the whole thing a delusion of the devil. 

One day Satan showed himself to Benedict and said mock- 
ingly: “I am going to visit thy children at their work.” Benedict 
hurried to the place, only to see a wall collapse and crush a. 
youthful novice, Severus, the son of a Roman senator. Benedict 
had the dead, mangled body carried to his cell, where he knelt 
beside it in prayer. Presently the novice rose up, sound and 
well. To confound the devil, St. Benedict sent Severus back to 
help raise the very wall which had crushed him.

Not the least of these sorrows is the dearth 
of priestly vocations, and the means to support young men even 
though they do enter the seminary.

I thank you from my heart for the very dear letter of March 3d. 
With the greatest interest I read all about the unforgettable Rev. 
Father Lukas. “Blessed are the dead who die in the Lord... For 
their works follow them.” His works remain and live in thousands of 
priestly hearts which beat in gratitude towards him. We pray for him, 
but still more to him so that he may be our intercessor above and send 
us many candidates for the priesthood — good, qualified candidates 
who are animated by a pure intention and a glowing love for our Lord 
and Savior. In our diocese especially there is a pressing want of 
sacerdotal vocations. I confidently hope that Father Lukas will in this 
regard also show himself a helper in need and a good patron for voca- 
tions to the priesthood.* 

A few days after receiving the letter addressed to me personally I 
also received the three new scholarships sent through His Eminence, 
Cardinal Bertram. How great was our joy! With anxious care we 
have been looking into the future, as the number of theological stu- 
dents — some without any means whatever — is still very great. Our 
Catholics, too, are doing all in their power to help but nearly all of 
them are in great financial straits themselves. So it was really a great 
relief when I read that the good Sisters intend to continue the work of 
charity. May God reward you a thousand times! I will not need to 
assure you that we remember you and the good benefactors at the Holy 
Sacrifice and in our prayers. 

Hoping that the Risen Lord will give your community much of His

Your dear letter of May Ist was forwarded to me on my 
confirmation tour at the deanery of Kreuzburg. I thank you from 
my heart for the generous assignment of $695 for scholarships 
and $155 for Mass intentions. Both gifts were very welcome. 
On the first of May, the beginning of the new term, a hundred 
students of theology applied at our seminary. This was a de- 
lightful surprise because for years there has been a dearth of vo- 
cations. Now I can look into the future a little more calmly. Of 
course, we have to exert ourselves to the utmost to support the 
needy students, and scholarships will always be welcome. 

My thoughts are often with the good Father Lukas. The 
few lines written with his own hand which accompanied his 
sendings were always so affectionate and sympathetic. Out of all 
spoke an unaffected and tender love, not without the joyful at- 
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mosphere which despite all his seriousness flowed over to him 
from the Tabernacle. He was one who had set the perfect love of 
God as his goal; and he earnestly strove for it with unselfish 
charity and in the consuming zeal of his happy character.

A Grateful Student 
The following letter written by the son of a hard-working father, 
depicts the plight of many a young man who would have been forced to 
abandon the cherished ambition of his life had not American bene- 
factors, who were made acquainted of their sad conditions through

The message of the unexpected departure of Rev. P. Lukas to his 
Heavenly Father has affected me to the very depths of my heart, to- 
gether with many thousands of others. May the consoling thought 
that Rev. P. Lukas is now united with our dear Lord, his only Love 
and Hope upon earth, sustain you in your great sorrow. Nevertheless, 
it is and remains a painful loss for all who venerated him as a saintly 
priest, for those who had him as a noble guide, friend, helper and 
father, and among these I may also number myself. 

I so much desired to become a priest, but the expenses of the 
classical studies in the seminary could not be defrayed. I stood utterly 
destitute, for my parents, notwithstanding hard labor shared by my 
brothers and sisters, were unable to lend assistance; they had barely 
sufficient to meet the most necessary expenses. Filled with childlike 
confidence in Divine Providence, which has so often aided me in life, 
I turned to Rev. P. Lukas with an urgent petition for assistance so that 
I might reach my goal. Through the benevolent hand of a lady, Rev. 
P. Lukas came to my rescue. Oh, how we thanked God! This was one 
of the first Scholarships of the great world-wide work of charity, the 
inspiration for which, as Rev. P. Lukas himself wrote, he received 
while in prayer before the Most Blessed Sacrament. — Thanks to the 
help obtained, I could, after my college course, enter the Canisianum 
Seminary, Innsbruck. 

Here again I learned much about the rare piety of Rev. P. Lukas 
from the lips of Rev. P. Hofman, S.J., our Rector, who frequently 
speaks to us of Rev. P. Lukas with truly childlike veneration and high 
esteem. He knew him personally and even during his lifetime vener- 
ated him as a saintly priest. Rev. P. Hofman spoke most touchingly 
on the occasion of the unexpected death of Rev. P. Lukas, for whom 
he himself offered a solemn Requiem at which the entire seminary 
assisted. In words full of grateful love, he set before us Rev. P. Lukas 
as a model of a deep, true and humble love of God and as a priest of the 
Lord who had modeled his heart after the Heart of our Savior, and like 
Him wished to be and really was a friend and helper of all mankind. 
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Rev. P. Lukas was in many respects a man especially chosen by 
Divine Providence: He called into existence a work of love that in the 
time of bitterest need dried many tears, lifted the burden of many 
cares, and made it possible for thousands of candidates to the holy 
priesthood to reach their goal, that God’s kingdom upon earth should 
suffer no harm and the word be fulfilled: ‘“‘Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God and everything else will be added unto you.” Thus God willed, 
through the hand of this priest of love, to reward the confidence of 
many students who, trusting in Him, consecrated themselves to His 
service and interests in spite of utmost poverty. 

A second providential sign in the life of Rev. P. Lukas is perceived 
in his example and life according to the Heart of our Savior. For me, 
and for many, it is a sermon that shall never be forgotten. A Christian 
charity which sprang from a burning love for the Heart of our Savior 
in the Holy Eucharist, such as is practically not to be found in the 
whole earth, — this was the secret of his life. How will the saintly 
friend of mankind favor from heaven the Church of Christ upon earth 
and her faithful subjects, since already while upon earth his great 
heart was so compassionate! All my life I will keep before my eyes 
Rev. P. Lukas as the model of a perfect priest of the Lord, who lived 
only in God and for God, and assisted all men, for in them he saw 
Christ in whose school he acquired so much love and in the exercise of 
this love drew daily closer to the Master. 

Promising ever to honor the memory of Rev. P. Lukas, especially 
in prayer and by modeling my life according to his spirit, I remain, in 
constant prayer for your great charity-work and in grateful veneration,
